TEARS FOR MAN 
WHO SLEW GIRL 


During Testimony of His 
Victim’s Sister Sandridge 
Collapsed Entirely. 


Richmond, Va., April 7.—(Special.)—The 
trial of Alfred Sandridge, charged with 
the murder of Nannie Morris on Marca 
8, was begun in the police court this 
morning with many tears from the wo- 
men of both families. 

It came to a close suddenly with the 
young man gasping for breath and evi- 
dently in no physical of mental condi- 
tion to bear the strain of a trial. 

The first witness, Miss Birdie Morris, 
sister of the slain girl, was being exam- 
ined, when Sandridge’s strength gave 
way. The judge was the first to notice 
it, and then two ladles hurried to his 
side from the crowd of spectators. Both 
were weeping as they ministered to him. 

The only testimony giv@n by Miss Mor- 
ris was that she heard five shots. She 
started down stairs to the parlor, but 


feared that she would be killed. The 


prisoner was at the foot of the stairs 
and said to her: 

“You fool yoy; you’@ better come to 
your sister.” 

She heard her sister cry out after the 
first shot. After the second shot she 
groaned.. She could tell in this way which 
shots hit her sister, and which were fired 
by the prisoner at himself. 

The case will be called again in police 
court on April 21.

Tonight's ‘disturbance in front of the 
gates of the Lawrence corporation was 
the first breach of the peace since six 
of the seven big mills ordered struck by 
the Textile council shut down, throwing 
approximately 17,000 persons into idle- 
ness. The police realize that it was a 
narrow escape from a serious clash be- 
tween strike sympathizers and  them- 
selves, for Once orders were given to the 
Officers to draw their night sticks. The 
crowd fell back and the danger was 
passed for the time being. 

A woman figured prominently in to- 
night’s demorstration, and she essayed a 
role somewhat after the manner of Joan 
of Arc, leading a great body of men 
through the streets to the point where 
the police were encountered. Confusion 
then came and the unknown woman was 
lost in the crowd. 

Today was the Greéks’ national holl- 
day, the anniversary of the Greek fed- 
etation, and in the colony was celebrated 
in a lively way. 

The trouble had its inception in an 
attempt of the Greeks to hold a mass 
meeting in the heart of the colony. The 
police stopped this. Then the Greeks 
went to tne south common, where the 
mass meeting was held.

Victims Were Aroused from Sleep 
and Then Sent to Eternity—Full 
Details of the Terrible 
Massacre Have Not 
Yet Been Received. 


Special Cable. 

London, April 7.—Horror and conster- 
nation have been aroused here by the 
report from Sofia that the Christian pop- 
ulation of Okhrida, the scene of a re- 
cent Bulgarian outbreak. have been mas- 
sacred by Albanians. Details of the mas- 
sacre are as yet meager It is said to 
have taken place at night, and men, 
women and children were aroused from 
their sleep and ruthlessly slain. 

There is great anxiety here over the 
news. and crowds watch the bulletin 
boards in the hope of learning more defi- 
nitely the extent of the massacre. The 
Christian population of the city is said 
to number 11,000 souls. 

The city overlooks Lake Okhrida and 
rises to a height of 870 feet above the 
surface of the lake. Twenty-eight miles 
to the southeast is Monastir, which has 
500.000 inhabitants. A three days’ en- 
gagement between a Turkish force ac- 
companied by German officers and 4 
band of insurgents under the command 
of the Macedonian leader, Captain Stoy- 
guoff, has Occurred in the Melnik dis- 
trict, 65 miles north of Salonica. The 
band suffered heavy losses.

FAMOUS MURDER CASE 
TAKES UNEXPECTED TURK 


Great Interest Felt as to Course To 
Be Persued by Attorneys for 
the Defense—Senator B. R. 
Tillman Will Attend 
Trial. 


Columbia, S. C., April 7.—Colonel James 
H. Tillman is expected to appear in court 
tomorrow morning for the first time to 
answer for the killing of N. G. Gonzales. 

This is somewhat of an unexpected turn 
in the case. The general understanding 
- RAs been that the case would be called 
for trial on Monday and that both sides 
would announce their readiness for the 
. trial to proceed. Upon the expectation 
that the trial would begin on next Mon- 
day, the state’s witnesses have been sum- 
moned for that time and all arrange- 
ments have been made with that view. 

The grand jury of the county, having 
returned a true bill against James H. 
Tillman for the killing of Mr. Gonzales, 
. this morning, at the opening of court, 
Solicitor Thurmond, so as to comply with 


the letter of the iaw, said that as he saw 
counsel for Colonel Tillman in court, 


that be would suggest that the arraign- 


ment of the prisoner take place tomor- 
row. | 

nder the law the defence can claim 
three days for preparation after the ar- 
ruignment, and so that this time would 
not be claimed next week, Solicitor Thur- 
mond made the suggestian. As a usual 
thing, the arraignment is waived. 

This morning Congressman George W. 
Croft suggested that the arraignment be 
fixed for tomorrow morning upon the as- 
‘sembling of the court. This was agreed 
to. The request of counsel for a formal 
arraignment and fixing an hour was gen- 
erally regarded as indicative of a purpose 
to-make a motion in connection with the 
case. 

When the hearing occurs In the morning 
counse] for Tillman may simply announce 
that their client is ready to go to trial 
at such time as the court indicates or 
counsel may make any one of several 
motions, which would be barred unless 
the arraignment be ordered. 


Tactics of Defense Unknown. 


The defence can tomorrow make a mo- 
tion to attack the validity of the drawing 
of the grand jury. It can make a motion 
for a change of venue to some other 
county. It can move to quash the indict- 
ment on which the true bill was found. or 
it can simply ask for immediate trial. 
What the defence will do is not known. 
Counsel when asked this afternoon what 
was contemplated, stated that a confer- 
ence would be held this evening, and that 
the matter would then be considered, but 
it was not likely that publicity was de- 
fired as to the decision. No intimation 
Was given as to what, if any, move would 
be made, 

Bai] having been refused Tillman by 
Chief Justice Popé, the impression was 
that he was anxious to have the case go 
to trial. 

Senator B. R. Tillman arrived here this 
efternoon and visited the office of counsel 
in the case for his nephew. 

The state has announced its readiness to 
go to trial and will be represented by 
former Attorney General G. D. Bellinger, 
Colonel Andrew Crawford and State Solic- 
itor Thurmond.

ROOSEVELT CISCUSSES 
PHILIPPINES. AND ARMY 


He Claims That the Islands Are at 
Peace and Says the Army Has 
Conducted Itself Well—He 
Pays Tribute to Gov- 
ernor Taft. 


Mansan, N. Dak., April 7.—President 
Roosevelt has been ‘traveling through fa- 
country today and has received 
hearty greetings wherever his train stop- 
ped. At many places he recognized old 
friends and from his conversation it is 
evident that this has been one of the 
most enjoyable days of his trip. At Far- 


‘go, Jamestown and Bismarck he made 


stops of from half an hour to an hour 
and discussed conditions in the Philip- 
pines, the tariff and the general pros- 
perity the country is enjoying. 

At Bismarck the president was intro- 
fuced to a number of Indian chiefs, 
some of whom had fought against Cus- 
ter. He had traded with two of these 
Indians eighteen or.twenty years ago. 
and he instantly recognized them. The 
chiefs presented an address and a pipe 
of peace to the president, who had a 
few words of greeting and thanks for 
each man. The most interesting cere- 
mony of the day occurred at Medora, 
where the president at one time owned 
a ranch, and which was his postoffice 
address sixteen years ago, when he was 
sheriff of Billings county. Ranchmen 
trom the surrounding country came into 
town and gave the president a truly 
western reception. Joe Ferris, who was 
the president’s old foreman, and his 
brother.

Under the worn-out 
and ineffective organization which has 
hitherto existed, a. sudden strain ig ab- 
solutely certain to produce the dislocation 
and confusion we saw at the outbreak of 
the war with Spain; and when such dis- 
location and confusion occurs it is easy 
and ‘natural, but entirely improper, to 
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more gratifying both morally and finan- 
cially.

Rome, e vatican, as well as abroad, is 


disturbed over the coming visit of find 


King Bdaward. 


The trouble, of course, all grows 
out of the vatican’s relations with the 


‘quirinal—or, rather, its lack of rela- 


tions therewith. 

It appears from the latest cable- 
grams received from Rome that the 
ceremoniel proposed for King Ed- 
ward’s visit to the pope is calculated 
to get the vatican and the quirinal 
still further mixed up—or, perhaps, 
we should say will have the effect, if 
carried out as arranged, of making 
each recognize the existence of the 
other. 

This, of course, would never do; for 
the relations, or lack of relations, as 
the case may be, existing between the 
vatican and the quirindl are very 
much the same as that of two after- 
noon newspapers published in the 
same town—they make a business of 
ignoring each other. 

It is a lpeasant fiction, but it 
causes complications at times. For 
instance, with the rival newspapers, 
they get along very well ignoring 
each other until they go out for news 
and business, and then they realize 
that they haven't the boat all to 
themselves. Even then, however, 
they try to keep the public blufted. 

So it is with the vatican and the 
quirinal; they get along all right, 
each ignoring the other, until some 
king or prince or something drops in 
on them and tries to be agreeable to 
both. Then diplomacy gets all tan- 
gled up. 

In the present instance, so it seems, 
the trouble all comes up over the 
proposition to have King Edward 
start out for the vatican from the 
British embassy, which would seem 
quite natural in view of the fact that 
he can put up there while in Rome 
and save hotel bill. But to this ar- 
rangement the vatican is much op- 
posed, so the dispatches say, “not 
because he would be starting from 
the residence of an ambassador ac- 
credited to the quirinal, for the king 
once there, say the vatican authori- 
ties; it ceases to be an embassy to 
become the house of the sovereign, 
but because Cardinal Rampolla must 
return the royal visit to the pontiff, 
and he would arrive at the house 
when, King Edward having left it, it 
had become again an embassy ac- 
credited to the king of Italy.” 


Almost any one will readily admit 


that this is a sad state of affairs. 
But a plan has been suggested by 
which it is hoped to make things 
easier for the vatican. For instance, 
the other proposition is that “King 
Edward on leaving the vatican should 
return to the British embassy, follow- 
ed closely by Cardinal Rampolla, who 
would arrive while the king was still 


there.“ 


It will be seen at a glance that this 
would prevent the English embas- 
sy becoming an embassy before 
the pope’s representative, Cardinal 
Rampolla, could get in and out of it. 
Care would be taken, of course, to 
see that King Edward is not in the 
back yard looking at the chickens 
just as Cardinal Rampolla crosses the 
threshold, for under those circum- 
stances over-exacting persons might 
be inclined to insist that the ambas- 
sador’s house was for the moment 
nothing more than an ordinary em- 
bassy, instead of the official residence 
of the king. ; 

But even this plan is objected to 
on the ground that it would create a 
precedent.” So, really, the situation 
seems to be as complicated as ever. 
It would naturally occur that one way 
around it all would be for the king 
to go out in the middle of the street 
and wait for Cardinal Rampolla to 
come to him. But right here comes 
the laugh of having the weather con- 
ditions interfere with this plan. 

However, we are slightly encourag- 
ed by the announcement that “the 
nuncio at Lisbon. has been charged 
to sound King Edward on the sub- 
ject.” Somehow, we are inclined to 
believe that King Edward himself 
will be able to find a way out of the 
difficulty. Unless he has been terri- 
bly slandered, he has been in much 
closer places than this, and we fancy 
that he can be relied on to sidestep 
the snags that official etiquette has 
placed along the line of. march. 

At any rate, let-us all hope that it 
will not become necessary for him 
to put up at the hotel. He might not 
like the spaghetti—and besides 
there's no use going to the hotel when 
you can stop with a friend. 


Silver in Mexico. 

In his recent message to the Mexi- 
can congress, President Diaz has this 
to say of silver as it is employed in 
the monetary system of Mexico: 

The rapid and continuous depreciation 
in the value of the white metal since 1901 
threatens to cause eventually, even in the 
opinion of the most optimistic, disturb- 
ances outweighing all advantages derived 
from the rise in foreign exchange. This 
and the“ knowledge thateother nations us- 
ing silver as a monetary base meditated 
changes in their currency system incited 
the executive to seek the cooperation of 
the United States, being already assured 
of the aid of China, for the purpose-of a 
joint study of this important matter, and 
to bring about a fixed relation between 
gold and silver among the countries em- 
ploying these different standards. Our 
ideas have received a welcome in the 
United States. At the same time a large 


commission has been appointed here to. 


study the question purely from a local 
standpoint, in order to define the policy 
which would best suit Mexico as 

the employment of silver in her currency, 
quite independently of what happens in 


the course of things. 


From the foregoing it would not 
seem that Mexico is upon the eve of 


new one, but it ought not to be 
gether hopeless. The present unex- 
ampled depression of silver is largely 
due to artificial causes. With proper 
allowances for the subsidiary nature 
of silver coin, there is neither logic 
nor justice in universal legislative 
proscription of the white metal. 
There will be better proportion and 
greater stability in the parity of the 
two monetary metals just as soon as 
a national understanding is arrived 
at between a few of the great com- 
mercial nations. 

In the meantime the continued pros- 
perity of Mexico is something to mar- 
vel at. The progressive republic 
across our southern border is certain- 
ly holding her own in the commer- 
cial world against discouraging mone- 


tary odds. 
Atlanta and the Prize Fight. 

Tre esteemed Macon Telegraph 
must have its little joke occasionally 
as well as the most frisky of them. 
It savors almost of desecration to see 
anything of a light and airy nature 
enter the staid and solemn editorial 
columns of The Telegraph—but it 
does happen occasionally. 

As, for instance, the following ob- 
servations from that quarter on “At- 
lanta and the Prize Fight:” 

“Atianta seems to have her sport- 
ing blood up, as well as her enthusi- 
asm for a religious university of great 
proportions. News came to The Tele- 
graph, via Chicago, night before last, 
and printed yesterday, that the stren- 
uous city on the confines of the Pied- 
mont escarpment had bid $25,000 fo“ 
the Jeffries-Corbett heavy-weight 
championship, to be pullel off in June. 

“Some of those in touch with the 
sporting element claim, we wunder- 
stand, that there are really no se- 
rious obstacles in the law to such a 
bout in this state, but without stop- 
ping to look it up we are quite of an- 
other opinion. At least,-that was the 
opinion of Governor Northen and his 
legal advisers at the time he sum- 
moned the military at Waycross to 
prevent a fight on Georgia soil.” 

But The Telegraph admits that it 
doesn’t expect to see this prize fight 
pulled off in Atlanta—or on Georgia 
soil. 

We are glad that The Telegraph 
feels reassured on that point. The 
way its editorial started out indi- 
cated that The Telegraph might be 
taking its news service too seriously. 
It would never do to do that—only 
The Telegraph's editorials are to be 
taken seriously—very seriously. 

No, there will be no prize fight in 
Atlanta in June or at any other time. 
Not even the kind they “pull off” in 
Macon occasionally—a couple of 
blocks west of The Telegraph’s office. 
Atlanta is in no sense a “sporty” 
town—not even that sporty. So that 
The Telegraph’s “upper cut“ at At- 
lanta fails to land this time.. 

It is true, however, as The Tele- 
graph says, that Atlanta is a holy 
sight when it .comes to landing re- 
ligious universities. 


** 
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In Darkest Pennsylvania. 

Some months since something of a 
scandal was created, even in Philadel- 
phia, by the disclosure that three 
teachers in one of the ward schools of 
that city had paid $120 each to the 
school directors for their appoint- 
ments. At the same time, a man of 
character and independence was of- 
fered a principalship in an important 
Philadelphia public school if he would 
pay the political grafters $1,000. Be 
ing that kind of a man, he declined, 
and for the sake of public morality, 
exposed thd officia] blackmailers who 
had approached him. Some of the 
Philadelphia papers that do not stand 
in with the municipal machine de- 
clared then that these particular dis- 
closures were only a fair example of 
the shameful state of affairs existing 
in every branch of the municipal ser- 
vice. 

Recently a special correspondent of 
The New York Tribune has been mak- 
ing some first-hand investigations into 
the disreputable practice as it has 
long existed in the public school sys- 
tem of Philadelphia, and his discov- 
eries serve to confirm the national 
suspicion that the metropolis of Penn- 
sylvania is the rottenest city in the 
union. By an array of facts obtained 
by detective methods he proves that 
positions, large and small, in the Phil- 
adelphia schools, are bargained for 
and sold by the ward blood-suckers, 
and that after a teacher has paid “the 
price,” he or she is subjected to a 
system of regular assessment “for po- 
litical purposes.” It is charged that 
this traffic is becoming more brazen 
and spreading to wards heretofore 
free from the iniquity. There is 
enough boldness in thé nefarious 
transactions to send out assessment 
circulars and notifications to the 
teachers upon whom the tribute is 
levied. When one of them sent only 
half of the 2 per cent levied on him 
he received a note from the board 
“boss,” saying, “Check received. Shall 
we hold it for the balance or enter it 
on account?” It is said the su- 


perintendent of the Philadelphia} 


public schools is required to pay an 
assessment of 6 per cent annually on 
“You ask me 


negroes of Georgia pay but about a 


thirtieth of the taxation ol the state, 
they contribute two-thirds as many as 
the whites to the number of children 
that receive public education in this 
state, seems inclined to deny that this 
proves any particular merit on the 
part of the white people of Georgia. 
The Herald says: 

We are very glad that Georgia is do- 
ing so much to instruct’ the colored race, 
but we are inclined to remind our con- 
temporary of the press in that common- 
wealth that the learning thus obtained 
doesn’t go to the benefit of the colored 


people exclusively. The publie school sys- 


tem is based on the assumption that gen- 
eral education befiefits’a community 4s 
a whole as well as that portion of it to 
which it is particuarly applied, and it 
strikes us as a sound position. A great 
many heavy taxpayers at the north send 
few children to these schools, yet they do 
not feel that they are unequally assessed 
in contributing to their support. 

It seems utterly impossible for any 
northern paper to be absolutely fair in 
discussing any phase of the negro 
problem. This point was not “over- 
looked,” as The Herald asserts. On 
the contrary, it is thoroughly under- 
stood and The Herald offers nothing 
new in presenting it. Indeed, it has 
no application to the matter under 
discussien. 

The Herald must have seen that The 
Constitution presented those facts and 
figures merely in answer to The New 
York Mail and Express’ assertion that 


the white people of the south were, 


doing absolutely nothing for the edu- 
cation of the negro. The public rec- 
ords of Georgia showed that the white 
people of this state are paying 29.30 
of the taxes and, at the same time, are 
educating nearly as many negro chil- 
dren as whites. In other words, that 
where the negroes’ are spending $1 
educating their Own children, the 
whites are spending $30 on them. Yet 
The Mail and Express had said the 
negroes were doing “all in their pow- 
er” to educate themselves, while the 
southern white people were doing 
“nothing” for them. 4¢ 

We merely offered these records in 
evidence to show that The Mail and 
Express didn’t know what it was talk- 
ing about, and to refute the slander 
which it had gratuitously uttered—and 
which, by the way, it hasn't yet had 
the decency to correct, although it can 
not fail to be convinced, of the injus- 
tice of its changes, he? 

The Herald, too, is unfair enough 
to give The Constitution’s figures and 
statements a different application from 
that which was clearly intended. The 
south has never made any noise about 
what it is doing for the education of 
the negro. That is proven by the fact 
that the facts presented by The Con- 
stitution was news to the people of 
the north and even to many of our own 
people. We have simply gone ahead 
and taxed ourselves to educate the 
negroes’ children just as we have 
taxed ourselves to educate our own. 
Nothing has. been thought of it and 
nothing said about it: ‘We, too, recog- 
nized the fact that “a public school 
system benefits a community as a 
whole,” and we have claimed no pa 
ticular merit for educating the ne- 
groes’ children as we have educated 
our own. 

But it does not seem unreasonable 
that we should demand that the truth 
be told about it. We can think of no 
excuse for the assertion that the 
negro is doing “all in his power” to 
secure an education, while the white 
people of the south are doing noth- 
ing” for him, in the face of such facts 
as the above. | 

This, however, is only one of the 
things that the northern press has to 
learn about the south’s attitude 
ward the negro. In nearly all othe 
particulars the north’s views on this 
subject are equally at variance with 
the facts. 

Where All Americans Agree. 

President Roosevelt’s junket 
speeches in the west are character- 
istic utterances, though evincing 
symptoms of ante-election cauntion. 
He feels perfectly safe in waxing 
strenuous on the Monroe doctrine, 
and there will be few, of any party, 
to take the negative side of his propo 
sition that the United States have a 
navy capable of commanding foreign 
respect for that doctrine. The presi- 
dent thus explains the underlying 
principles of this great pronounce 
ment and argues for a navy equal 
to the responsibility of enforcing 
them:

Greene county farm of G. H. Sims, 
the defaulting clerk of the Capital City 
national bank, created almost as much 
comment yesterday as the announcement 
that Sims had secured $93,000 of the bank’s 
money.

Even Sims’ most intimate friends had 

no idea that he was farming on such 
an extensive scale and the announce- 
ment that he owned more than a thous- 
and acres of land and possessed one of 
the finest pieces of farm property in 
Georgia, came as a great surprise. 
It is said that Sims’ idea in investing 
such large sums of money in the farm 
was to make it a paying investment and 
to earn from it sufficient funds with which 
to repay the bank. In addition to this he 
is believed to have hoped to make a 
fortune out of the place and still retain 
the farm. He 1s sald to have expressed 
the opinion on one ocasion that every 
gentleman should possess an estate and 
it seems that he was carrying out this 
idea in perfecting the farm. 

It is doubtful if there is a farm in this 
section of the country that is equipped 
with such up-to-date improvements as 
the one which: has come into the posses- 
sion of the Capital City national bank. 

Sims has been placed under a $25,000 
bond and in default of the bond. is held in 
the Tower in the quarters he occupied 
when first carried there by govern it 
officers. The indictment will be found 
by the grand jury which meets April 27, 
and it is likely that the trial will occur 
shortly afterward. The present term of 
the federal court ends during June and 
Sims will be given an opportunity to go 
to trial at this term. 


Looking for Investment. 

The Capital City national bank is now 
engaged in studying the situation, so to 
speak. It is believed that other assets of 
G. H. Sims can be loeated and the officials 
of the bank are now looking into that 


feature of the case. 

„We believe there are other assets yet 
to be had,” said an official of the bank 
yesterday, and if possible we will secure 
them in order to reduce the shortage as 


greatly as possible.” 

The official in question said he did not 
think there was any cash hidden out by 
Sims, but that other investments had 
been made, both in Atlanta and else- 
where, and he thought the bank would 
be able to get hold of the most of this 
property. They do not believe that more 
than a few thousand doliars at most, 
out of the $94,000 taken, was spent in 
fast living. for there is no evidence of it. 

‘The officials of the band were glad 
to learn through The Constitution tha t 
they have such 4 good piece of property 
in Sims’ Greene county farm, said 
Cashier A. L. Kontz yesterday. “It was, 
indeed, a revelation to us. We had no 
idea of the extent of the place, and we 
have felt better over it ever since The 
Constitution showed us what we really 
had there. It would seem the bank may 
realize double or more than double what 
the officials first thought, out of that 
property.

DRUGGISTS SEEKING RELIEF 


They Object to Pay $200 Tax for 
Selling Extract of 
Malt. 


A number of prominent Atlanta drug- 
gists called yesterday on Comptroller 
General W. A. Wright to discuss with 
him the $200 tax that has been Imposed 
upon them for dealing in malt extract. 
The general tax act as passed by the 
last. legislature imposes the same $200 
liquor tax upon all dealers in malt liquors 
and malt extract as has been decided 
to bé a malt liquor. Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright has, therefore, insisted on 
the payment of the tax by all who deal 
in this product. 

The druggists were anxious to see if 
some arrangement could not be made 
by which the collection of the tax might 
be suspended until after the meeting of 
the legislature this summer, when it is 
hoped they will be retieved of it. Both 
the comptroller general and the gov- 
ernor told the druggists they could do 
nothing in the matter, as they had no 
authority to suspend collection of any 
taxes. The druggists will confer. with. 
the tax collector on the subject. 

In many instances druggists do not 
sell more than $100 worth of malt ex- 
tract during an entire year, and the tax 
as charged would be more than double 
the value of the entire product handled.

for In Praia Purposes Wo 


Is Under Way 


This Government Is Paying $5,000 
a Day for What Is Being Done 
by the Old Company—Work 
Is Being Done in the 
Culebra Cut. 


Washington, April 7.—Mr. Cromwell, 
counsel for the Panama. Canal Company, 
and Admiral Walker called at the state 
department today to talk to Secretary Hay 
about the work of the eubeommittes 
which is to visit the isthmus to appraise 
the value of the work the company is 
now doing on the canal. It was reported 
to the secretary. that the company now 
employs 160 engineers, about 45 medical 
Officers and about £600 tabbrers and 
on the canal. These are nearly all at 
work in the Culebra cut. Five thousand 
dollars a day is a modest estimate of the 
money which the United States will be 
expected to pay the canal company for 
continuing this work. 

Admiral Walker’s estimate of the num- 
ber of men to be employed on the Pan- 
ama canal when the United States form- 
ally shall have entered upon the project 
is 30,000. For all practical purposes this 
government is now engaged in the con- 
struction of the canal. Under the agree- 
melt signed on March 3 by Secretary 
Hay and Mr. Cromwell, the American 
representative of the new Panama Canal 
Company, the work of construction was 
to be continued by the canal company 
until the exchange of ratifications of the 
canal treaty with the understanding that 
the United States should pay for such 
construction work, ; 

The men now engaged on the canal 
construction work are principally Ja- 
maican negroes. One of the purposes of 
the visit to the isthmus soon to be made 
by a subcommittee of the present canal 
commission is to look into the 
labor supply. The local labor sup- 
ply is insufficient to meet the 
demand.

CHINA MUST PAY IN GOLD 


She Cannot Settle the Indemnity on 
Silver Basis. 

Pekin, April 7.—The American fiinancial 
agent at Shanghai recently submitted to 
the international financial commission a 
silver bond for the American indemnity 
to be presented to the Chinese represen- 
tatives for signature. The commission 
declined to present the silver bond, 
whereupon the United States financial 
agent forwarded it direct to the Chinese. 

Information received from other than 
American sources is to the effect that the 
United States has withdrawn the silver 
bond and is preparing a substitute on 4 
gold basis. which is practically identi- 
cal with the Japanese bond. There 18 4 
strong feeling among the other lega- 
tions against America breaking the con- 
tract, practically, as the Chinese admut 
officially, as they have always admitteu 
privately, that the debt is on a gold ba- 
sis.

Chinese Farms on Long Taland. 


New York Times: Less than 6 miles 
from Madison square, and within the Um- 
its of Greater New York, are to be found 
Several farms run by Chinamen. Until a 
few years ago the great farm country 
of Long Island contained no Chinamen;: 
then a colony of these taciturn foreigners 
settled half way between Long Island City 
and Astoria. How many there are no one 
seems to know, for, like the proverbia! 
peas in a pod, they look alike. As a farm- 
er, the Chinaman is not so picturesque 
as he is in a laundry. With hair cut 
short and wearing either a blouse or a 
Sweater and biue trousers of a cheap ma- 
terial, he goes about in bare feet. He 


carries an ugly looking knife, which, ap- | 
parently. takes the place of a shovel, and | 


when not in use is held between the teeth. 
The blade is, perhaps, 5 inches long and 2 
inches wide, and is as sharp as à razor. 
With this simple implement he works 
away, almost within sound of the city. 

Being Chinese farms. the vegetables are 
Chinese and have Chinese names. They 
consist of green stuff. some kind of beans 
and salad, and melons. and are carted 
either in wagons or baskets to Mott street. 
Here they have a reedy sale among the 
large Chinese nopulation. which lives hud- 
d'ed together in this section. The vegweta- 
bles bring 4 cents and the melons 7 cents 
» nound. These melons. which have a 
d-ridediv foreien tonk and reserhle some 
whet a Janarese Ientern. are called “non.

For Days There Was No Food While 


New York, April 7.—The Red Star line 
steamer Southwark, Captain Dann, ar- 
rived at her dock today from Antwerp 
after a prolonged passage of fifteen days 
in which she encountered terrific weather. 
Gale after gale came in constant suc- 
cession. The steather was able to make 
very little headway. Her best day’s run 
was 234 knots, while 120 was the low 
limit of speed on March 28. Severe gales 
with high sea prevalled throughout the 
passage. Captain Dann says the South- 
wark sustained no damages and the oniy 
cagualty was the death of a child in the 
sicerage of acute pneumonia. 

Because of the delay there was a bread 


| famine in the steerage, according to the 


passengers. The second day of the famine 
the steerage passengers entered the sec- 
ord saloon pantry and looted it. After 
this the second cabin was compelled to 
give up part of its rations to the steer- 
age. Chief Stewart Richardson said it 
was true he had no bread for the steer- 
age in nine days, and added: 

“It was not my fault. I wanted to 
stock the ship with sufficient rations.” 
He would not say who prevented hin 
from doing this. The steerage passengers 
said they only had potatoes and carrots 
for food the last three days. Passengers 
insisted that the Southwark’s engines 
were not in condition to go to sea. 

Clement A. Grisebmb, Jr., manager of 

the International Navigation Company, 
when asked concerning the truth of the 
report that the Southwark was short of 
rations, said: 
The vessel could have stayed out two 
weeks longer with the provisions she had 
on board, and no one would have been 
stinted. I questioned the chief steward 
of the vessel as soon as she had arrived 
and learned from him that there were 
ample provisions.“

COUP D'ETAT. 


BY ALEXANDER 


Young King of Servia Takes 
Reins in His Own 
Hands, 


Belgrade, Servia, April 7.—King Alex- 
ander today executed a coup d’etat. He 


issued two proclamations in which he de- 


creéd a suspension of the constitution 
adopted April 19, 1901, repealing objec- 
tlonable laws passed thereunder, retiring 
the senators and councillors of state, dis- 
solving the skupschtina and reenacting 
the laws as they existed previous to the 
constitution of 1901. The second procla- 
mation restores this constitution to its 
former validity.’ 

In the first proclamation the king says 
the senate and the skupschtina created 
under the constitution granted by him 
in 1901; passed laws which proved im- 
practicable. Furthermore the constitu- 
tion by tending to fan political passions 
and prejudices,. injured the interests of 
the fatherland and hindered its develop- 
ment as a state and nation. ; 

Affairs in the Balkans, the king adds, 
are very serious and Servia needs order, 
unity and peace. She should offer a bright 
example of a peace-loving state and at 
the same time always be ready to defend 
her own true interests should this become 
necessary, for the purpose of restoring 
the unity, strength and order of the 
country. The king then suspends the con- 
stitution of 1901 and declares the man- 
dates of the senators to be null and void, 
and the proclamation goes on to an- 
nounce that the councillors of state are 
retired and the skupschtina is dissolved. 

Several of the laws, including the press 
law, the communal law and the act gov- 
erning the electoral system, are annulled 
and replaced by laws previously existing. 

Immediately after this proclamation, 
an ordinance appointing new senators and 
councillors of state were issued and the 
king issued a second proclamation by 
which the constitution of A 19, 1901, 
was restored to its full | ty.

Back Water Is Rising Over Several 
Parishes—River Is Stationary 
at New Orleans, but the 
Weather Bureau Pre- 
dicts a Slow Rise. 


New Orleans, April 7.--The river here 
continues to be stationary at 2.3, with 
local weather bureau still ‘predicting a 
slow rise if the Hymelia crevasse is 
closed. At Vicksburg there has been a 
slight fall and generally at points below 
the water is at a stand. Back water from 
the Holly Brook break is causing a rapid 
rise in Brush bayou, which divides Tal- 
lulah,-La., and residents in the west por- 
tion of that town are erecting protection 
levees to protect their property.

Washington, April 7.— (Special.) —Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's strenuous declarations 
that the removal of the tariff which pro- 
tects trusts will not cure the trust evil, 
supplemented as they were by Secretary 
Root’s stand pat’ speech delivered be- 
fore the Home Market Club at Boston 
theother night, are taken as indicating 
the whole power of the administration 
will be against any tariff revision by con- 
gress until after the presidential cam- 
paign, That means, of course, that the 
president has joined hands with the 
“stand pat” element.in the republican 
party in opposition to the so-called Iowa 
idea and all other movements in favor of 
reduction of the tariff.. 

The talk of revision of the tariff ‘‘by its 
friends’’ after the republican party is 
again entrenched in power is, of course, 
political buncombe, nothing more nor less. 
The republican party has just as much 
intention of revising the present tariff 
schedules as it had of promoting bimetal- 
lism to which it was pledged in its plat- 
form of 1896. 

Trusts To Retain Protection. 

aariff revisionists inside the party 
Governor Cummins and all others—are 
put on notice by the speeches of President 
Rosevelt and Secretary Root that the 
party intends to remain the party of the 
trusts, supported by trusts, agd con- 
ducted for the trusts.

Secretary Root’s speech is construed by 
politicians here as bringing out two main 
ideas: First, the imad visa b. lity of revising 
the tariff at all while prosperity reigns; 
second, the desirability of postponing re- 
vision at all hazards until after the pres- 
idential campaign. 

Have Come to Hanna’s Position. 

Both the president and Secretary Root 
have come around to the views of Senator 
Hanna, chief of the stand pat element.

SUIT HS BEEN PENDING. 
IN COURT SINCE 1883 


Buit Affects 475 Acres in and Near 
East Point, Valued at Between 
$40,000 and 350,000. 
Other News of State.

The celebrated Conley land contest 
case, which has been pending in the 
Fulton county courts since 1883, and 
which involves 476 acres of valuable land 
in and near East Point, valued at be- 
tween $40,000 and $50,000, again went to 
trial yesterday morning Before Judge 
J. H. Lumpkin in the superior court. 
The case is the suit of E. S. McCandless, 
administrator of John Broad, and Ellen 
B. Buck, executor,. against James Banks, 
administrator of John L. Conley, and 
against Maurice Conley. The suit has 
previously been twice tried and has been 
in the supreme court. ; 

The suit is an effort to set. aside 
deed conveying from John L. Conley to 
Maurice Conley the 475 acres of land 
and to subject the land to claims of the 
plaintiffs amcunting to $43,000. The fight 
is based on the charge that the deed was 
fraudulent ahd fictitious. 

The claim of McCandless is for $40,006, 
principal and interest, and is based on a 
judgment against John L. Conley for 
disposing of the Broad estate in 1881 and 
for alleged failure to account for the 
proceeds. The claim of Mrs. Buck is for 
$3,000 and arose out of the alleged pay- 
ment by Colonel Alfred E. Buck, her 
deceased husband, of $3,000 as surety for 
John L. Conley on a bail bond: in a 
trover sult. 

The plaintiffs claim that prior to July. 
1883, John L. Conley owned in his own 
right the property in question, and that 
to evade hfs liability to them he, in July. 
1883, conveyed by deed the whole of the 
475 acres to his brother, Maurice Conley. 
The plaintiffs assert that this deed was 
fraudulent and that John L. Conley re- 
mained in posseasion of the property to 
the time of his death. 3 3 

On the first trial of the case, Judge 
Lumpkin granted a non-suit,. but. the 
plaintiffs appealed to the supreme court 
and the judgment was ‘reversed and a 
new trial ordered. The case was tried 
the second time at the last fall term of 
the court, but after a hearing which con- 
tinued for g week, the jury failed to 
agree on a verdict, hence the p:ecsent 
trial. It is expected that the trial will 
consume the remainder of the week, if

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COURT HOLDS 
HAND OF CITY 


Municipality Restrained from 
Enforced Convict Or- 
dinance. 


On application of the Chattahoochee 
Brick Company, Judge J. H. Lumpkin, 
of the superior court, yesterday after- 
noon signed an order temporarily re- 
straining the city of Atlanta from en- 
forcing the recently passed ordinance 
which provides that no goods or mate- 
rial made in whole or in part by convict 
labor shall be used by the city. Judge 
Lumpkin ‘set the case for a hearing on 
April 18 at 10 o’clock in the morning, at 
which time the question of a permanent 
injunction will be considered. 

The Chattahoochee Brick Company is a 
lessee of state convicts and its attack 
on the city ordinance follows the action 
on the 2d of this-month by Mayor Evan 
P. Howell in rejecting the contract pro- 
posed by the company for furnishing ma- 
terial for city work for the year 1903 and 
ordering its bid not accepted because of 
the previsions of the existing ordinance. 

The city advertised for bids on Feb- 
ruary 14 of this year and the bid of the 
Chattahoochee company was accepted. 
The contract tendered the company for 
its signature, however, contained the stip- 
ulation that the material should not be 
convict made. On April 2 the company 
communicated with the general council 
and Mayor Howell offering to sign the 
contract, provided that particular clause 
was eliminated. On the same date May- 
or Howell ordered the accepted bid re- 
jected, stating that his action was based 
on the ordit ance in question. 

The ordinance was passed last year by 
the city council, but was vetoed by 
Mayor Livingston Mims. It was passed 
over the veto of the mayor on Novem- 
ber 17. 

Says It Is Illegal. 

The company declures that the ordi- 
nance is illegal and void and asks the 
court so to hold. It is charged that the 
ordinance operates as a general restraint 
upon trade and also that it is contrary 
to the fourteenth amendment to the 
constitution of the United States. Other 
objections to the measure are also set 
out in the bill. 

The bill recites that a large proportion 
of the lumber used. by the city in the 
construction of its public improvement 
and that most of the coal consumed by 
the city.in the prosecution of its public 
works are the product of convict labor, 
and states that if the conduct of the 
city in question can be upheld as a valid 
exercise of the corporate power to con- 


tract and be contracted with, the same 
will result in so narrowing the eld in 
which the city is authorized to purchase 
naterial as to not only work special 
hardships on the petitioner, but upon the 
general power of the city to prosecute 
its public duty, necessarily resulting in 
a Kreat increase of the burden of taxa- 
tion.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


Chinese and Japanese mattings head the 
lists of receipts at the custom house of 
the port of Atlanta. There is, however, 
a considerable variety in the imports 
shipped directly from abroad to this city. 

“Large quantities of mattings are re- 
ceived at the custom house in the course 
of a year,” remarked a man familiar 
with affairs in the office of the surveyor 
of customs. and the greater part of this 
class of merchandise goes to two local 
firms. 

“All the dry goods houses, of course, 
import a goodly portion of their stock, 
too, and many laces, silks and cloth man- 
ufactured in England and other European 
countries are shipped direct to Atlanta 
merchants. 

“Another big item in the list of imports 
4s the wines and liquors. It would sur- 
prise the average citizen to know the 
amount of Scotch whisky and European 
wines upon which duty is paid in the 
Atlanta custom office. However, the re- 
ceipts of this Kind are not so large as 
either of the other two items. 

“The other things entered on the rec- 
ords of the collection of customs vary 
greatly. A few cigars are received from 
Cuba; ocasionally spices and similar 
goods are imported- and now and then a 
sealskin jacket or some other article, 
for a private individual usually. all of 
which go to increase the variety of the 
imports so that in the end duty is paid on 
a great many articles of a great many 
different kinds right here in Atlanta.”

Cotton Turned Decidedly Weak 
Later, Talk of Shipments to 
New York for May Deliv- 
ery a Fraction in De- 
clining Tendency. 


New York, April 7.—The cotton market 
opened firm at an advance of 167 points, 
and immediately following the call dis- 
played quite a little activity, with May 
selling up to 10.40 and july to 9.99, being 
‘a new high record for the season. The 
initial strength was due to continued buy- 
ing in the old crop positions, particu- 
larly by May and July shorts, but the 
Shorts were about the only buyers, and 
‘while the Liverpool market made a fair 
response to the New York advance of 
Monday, port receipts were heavy and 
the market, after a brief interval of ir- 
regluarity, turned decidedly weak under 
liquidation. During the balance ot the 
scssion prices displayed an almost unin- 
terrupted downward tendency, thougn 
toward the close there was an improve 
ment from the lowest of 8 points in May 
and about 2 points on the list generally 
as a result of further covering, with the 
market finally barely steady a ‘a net de- 
cline of 6 points to an aavance of 1 point. 
Total sales futures estimated 200, 000 
bales. A factor in, ‘the declining ten- 
dency was the talk of shipments to be 
made to this point for delivery on Muy 
contracts, and it was claimed that the 
high level attained by values in the iocal 
market permit of the better grades being 
shipped here from Liverpool. it 1s 
said that about 40,.000 bales were being 
held in the south for shipment to New 
York for delivery should the buli clique 
call for actual delivery on May holdings, 
and this naturally encouraged room 
shorts to maintain their position, While 
it also brought about renewed sales by 
commission houses, who took prolits for 
the long account, and the bull pool was 
also credited with selling May.

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THE “OUTLOOK 


HE first weekly crop bulletin of this 
49 year was issued yesterday by 
the United States department of 
The features of most interest are hind- 
rance to farm work by too much rain, 
good wheat and oat crops, pastures in 
good shape and peach crop damaged two- 
thirds by cold wave in February ad 
still further damage from frost last 
week. 

Following is the report: 

With the exception of the temperature 
element the opening of the current crop 
season is very similar to that of 1902. 
Farm work has been retarded in the 
northern and middle sections by too much 
rain, where the season is regarded as 
from two to three weeks later than the 
average. In the majority of the southern 
and some of the eastern counties the 
conditions have been more favorable, 
much preparatory work has been accom- 
plished and considerable corn planted. 
Thus far cotton planted is confined main- 
ly to the southern half of the state; else- 
where but little land is ready for seed. 
With, few exceptions wheat and oats 
are unusually good. The commercial 
peach crop was damaged fully two-thirds 
by tne cold wave in February; further 
damage has resulted from frost in the 
latter part of the present week, Pastures 
are coming out well, 

Northern Section. 


Banks—Weather favorable for 
work during the week; wheat 
weil; pastures good. 

Catoosa—Peacn crop nearly a failure; 
wheat fine; gardens backward; farm 
work retarded by excessive rains. 

Dade—Valley truit injured by 
weather, mountain orcnNards are 
promising, especially for apples; 
and oats are in fine condition. 

Dawson—Farm work just beginning; 
wheat looks very well; some sweet pota- 
toes bedded and Irish potatoes planted. 

Floyd—Little or no plowing done as yet; 
gardens are late; pastures are coming 
out well; peaches aré nearly a failure. 

Gilmer—Farm work backward owing to 
wet weather, although some land has 
been prepared for corn; apple trees in 
full bloom, peaches seem to be safe so 
far; wheat and oats fine. 

Jackson—Land being prepared for corn 
and cotton as rapidly as possible; fruit | 
prospects fair. 

Lincoln—Preparation of land for corn 
and cotton planting much delayed by 
rainy weather; wheat suffering from 
rust. 

Oconee—Heavy rains fell first part of 
the week, lands washed badly; no plant- 
ing done yet except of gardens. 

Oglethorpe—Continued wet weather has 
retarded’ farm work, consequently crops 
will be planted with little preparation. 

Pickens—Very little farm work done; 
wheat and oats growing nicely; peaches 
generally killed by cold weather in Feb- 
ruary and March. 

Union—Wheat and rye crops are in 
good condition; some spring oats sown; 
fruit prospects fair. 

Walker—Three days suitable for field 
work in the past week; work, however, 
is much behind; wheat doing well. 

Walton—A wet week; land not fit for 
working; some corn has been planted 
on unbroken land; very litle cotton land 
prepared; average wheat crop indicated; 
peach trees have but few blooms. 

Whitfield—Wheat, rye and oats are in 
splendid condition; farm work retarded 
owing to excessive moisture; very Tittle 
corn planted; gardens doing fairly well. 


Middle Section. 


Baldwin—Farm work is about two weeks 
late; red lands too wet to plow; some 
corn planted on gray lands; wheat and 
oats growing. favorably. 

Bulloch— Heavy. packing rains on 
March 29 and 30 hindered farm work; cot- 
ton planting is more backward than 
usual; planting of corn nearly completed; 
gardens backward. 

Burke—Fruit seems to be uninjured; 
corn planting completed in some sections 
and much delayed in others; cotton plant- 
ing will not be general until about the 
15th. 

Carroll—Plowing vigorously pushed 
during the week; sweet potatoes bedded; 
there is. a slight prospect for a small 
crop of peachés, outlook for apples and 
pears fine, 

Clayton—Farm work backward; wheat 
doing well; winter oats killed to a great 
extent by recent cold weather. 

Columbia—Peach crop badly damaged 
by cold weather; corn planting is in 
progress. f 

Coweta—Very little farm work done; 
land saturated with water; peach crop 
is almost a failure; pastures fine. 

Effingham—Heavy rains in the latter 
part of March, followed by cold winds, 
placed land in poor condition for working; 
no cotton planted; fall oats rusting. 

Emanuel—Farm work impeded by re- 
cent heavy rains; some corn has been 
planted, also a very little cotton. 

Heard—Corn and cotton planting back- 
ward; wheat injured by recent heavy 
rains; scarcely any fruit in prospect. 

Houston—About half of the corn crop 
has been planted; very little cotton put 
in as yet; fruit crop below normal. 

Jefferson—Current week favorable for 
farm work; corn planting about com- 
plete, stands generally poor; wheat at- 
tacked by rust; some cotton planted. 

Jones—Fruit seriously Gamaged by cold 
weather: very little corn planted and very 
little cotton land prepared. 

Laurens—Cotton land being prepared 
rapidly, not much planting done: exces- 
sive rains retarding farm operations. 

Ma rion— Farm work behind though some 
cotton has been planted: stands of corn 
fair; wheat and oats fine: damage to 
fruit not yet known. 

Meriwether—Peaches almost total fail- 
ure; wheat and oats promising: prepar- 
ing land for cotton: farm operations more 
than two weeks late on account of too 
much rain. 

Putnam—Very little farm work to date; 
too much rain: no work done on cotton

Sleeping car companies will be affected 
by a measure just introduced in the New ' 
York senate. The bill provides that in 
cases where the upper berth is not occu- 
pied that the company shall not lower the 
berth, but shall keep it in its place to add 
to the comfort of the passenger who occu- 
pies the lower berth. The bill also limits 
the rate.that can be charged for berths 
to one-half cent per ™ ‘mile. 


One of the greatest legal fights in the 

history, ef, railroading will be fought out 
soon, probably in Cleveland. The suit 
begun ntly by the interstate com- 
merce comthission against the Lake Shore 
under the new Elkins law has had the 
effect of arraying the big eastern lines 
with t Vandervilts. The railroads aim 
to dislédge the interstate commerce com- 
missiot {ts contention that the 
judiciat¥ bas the power to raise or to 
lower rates on interstate commerce, for 
they claim that if the court has the 
authority to perform this function, it also 
hag the right to fix rates, which is a legis- 
lative duty. Failing in this contention, 
the railroads propose to attack the con- 
stitutionaiity of the new law on the 
ground that the court is assuming the 
functions of congress when it regulates 
rates. 
The fight against the commission is one 
of. long standing. The railroads claim 
that the position assumed by the com- 
mission, under the Elkins law, if sus- 
teined, would be. equivalent to govern- 
ment ownership of railroads. The rail- 
roads have enlisted the services of the 
most prominent corporation lawyers of 
the east, and it is probable that the battle 
will be fought out in the United States 
courts at Cleveland.
